MacMahon, Russell and Co., had acted for 
Miss Murphy in a sWeepstake action, which 
was heard in Dublin, and recovered for her 
and her co-plaintifis the sum of £5,000, 
portion of the prize money won by a ticket 
which drew Bachelor Prince in the Grand 
National, 1936. Before leaving this country, 
Miss Murphy asked Messrs. MacMahon, 
Russell and Co. to act for her in the invest- 
ment of the prize money to which she: was 
entitled, and of other money which she pos- 
sessed.

1m- 
mediately on receipt of Miss Murphy’s letter, 
the stockbrokers were telephoned to in regard 
to the matter, and it was ascertained that 
they had purchased the shares except £3500

Just 
after a public-house opened on the morning 
of the 11th they found him ordering whiskey 
and stout. Kelly went away suddenly on the 
afternoon of the llth ard arrived in Sligo 
that night.

Naming Air Liners 

I see that two of the five new “ Inter- 
continental’ air liners, which have just 
been ordered for Imperial Airways, | will 
be given Irish names—Fingal and Fiona. 
These machines will be similar io the type 
which has been built for the British Air 
Ministry for fhe trans-Atlantic landplane 
trials from Collinstown airport, County 
Dublin, to Newfoundland, 

A few years ago an aeroplane was known 
only by its official registration letters— 
such as G-ADUV, (in the case of the 
Cambria, which was making Atlantic 
flights this year). Now, however, virtually 
every. aeroplane® operating on a regular 
service has a hame—for example, Eire and 
Iolar on the Dublin-London service. On 
services on which mails are carried some 
further dignity is called for. This came 
first with the painting of the official Crown 
and words, “ Royal Mail,” on aircraft 
engaged in this work in England. More 
recently the tradition of the shipping com- 
panies has been followed, and we have 
the letters R.M.A. (Royal Mail Aircraft) 
preceding the aeroplane’s name when the 
machine is normally employed on mail- 
carrying services to or from Great Britain. 

No official reason for the selection of 
Irish names for the new aircraft has been 
given, but it is a pleasant recognition of 
Ireland's participation in the trans- 
Atlantic airway.

The 
Tatras are far too little known in these 
islands. They lie about ten hours east of 
Prague, and are the highest mountains in 
that part of the world.

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ma Áis was fashionable among tne Magyar 
nobility to spend a few weeks in the High 
Tatras in summer for the wonderful air 
and mountain climbing, in winter for the 
winter sports. The whole district is ideal for 
ski-ing. There is any amount of really first- 
class accommodation at more (or should it 
be less?) than reasonable rates, and I know 
of no cm dt he hais one can have 
a more restful and altogether delightful 
holiday. 

_ There are several centres, all 

in the hills, from which one can “do” 
the Tatras. Actually there is nothing to 
“do ” in the American sense of the term; 
so you find no Americans, except among 
the natives, many of whom have returned 
from the States, and next to no English 
tourists—for which relief much thanks! 
Yet, somehow, one never is at a loss for 
occupation.

“If we had women like 
that, at home,’’ he remarked on one 
occasion, ‘‘we could make things hum in 
Ireland.” I suggested that the humminz 
might not be altogether to male liking if 
we tried to follow the Slovaks’ example in 
that respect; but there is no doubt that 
the willingness of the women to do most 
of the potato picking, and, indeed, most 
of the general harvesting, helps largely to 
solve the problem of agricultural labour in 
Czechoslovakia and to keep down the cost 
of farm produce, which is almost 
fantastically low. 

From Poprad one travels for about 
half an hour up to Tatranska Lomnica, 
which lies a couple of thousand feet up 
at the foot of the Lomnica Mountain, the 
second highest of the High Tatra group. 
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who cannot afford to pay 
smi pinene reoms. The whole place is re- 
mar bly cheap. Even in the season one 
can get ull pension in the most expensive 
of three establishments for about 
seventy crowns—less than ten shillings—a 
day. In the cheaper parts the price is 
substantially less. urthermore, they 
seldom add the usual Continental ten or 
i 
otels ; bat there is no scrounging for tips. 
During all the time I spent in ti a 
slovakia I never 
barrassed at the undue attentions of 
hotel servants. They are an inde- 
pendently-minded people out there, and I 
should like to take some of our own Irish 
hotel managers to the Tatras, just to show 
them how efficiently the visitor's wants 
can be supplied without either obsequious- 
ness or fuss.

For some years Vondel 
ran his father’s hosiery business, but after 
his marriage in 1610. he left the main 
management in the hands of his wife, and 
devoted himself to intellectual study and 
the cultivation of his poetic faculty. His 
first poem was written in 1612 at the age 
of 25, and although his principal works 
took the form of dramas—he wrote in al! 
33 plays—ihe really vital elements in all 
he wrote was the lyrical. His occasional 
faults of bombast and bathos were counter- 
balanced by a fine play of fancy and his 
masterly management of the verse. He 
did a splendid service to the language of 
his country by ‘clearing it of early 
barbarisms.

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Sanctions Against Japan 


Both Japan and China are taking the 
resolution of the Nineteen-Power Confer- 
ence with seriousness. The Japanese. 
according to their Press reports, arc highly 
indignant, and censure the Powers bitterly 
for their failure to respect Japan's 
“contention that the Sino-Japanese 
question must be settled directly 
between the two countries.” They con- 
veniently forget that not only is China a 
member of the League of Nations—for 
what her membership is worth—but also 
that eight of the nineteen Powers are co- 
signatories with Japan of a treaty which 
lays down certain rules of conduct. in 
regard to China. We may presume, how- 
ever, that Japanese indignation springs 
not from the verdict on her national 
morals, but rather from the fear of pos- 
sible punishment. She has been con- 
demned by the united voice of fifteen 
nations; three others approve the verdict 
in principle, but do not propose to take 
part in any collective action; only one 
nation has made open cause with her, and 
that nation is Italy, who hardly could 
have done otherwise without the most 
cynical inconsistency. Fifteen nations 
then are ready to consider “ what is to be 
their common action.’’ It may happen, 
of course, that they will do nothing; 
similar conferences | ave started with high 
aspiratiuns more than once during the last 
few years, and have ended where they had 
begun—with expressions of sympathy. 
Even the Power that stands to lose most 
heavily from Japanese aggrandisement in 
China—namely, the United States—is 
divided in her counsels; for many of her 
politicians realise that any sort of positive 
action against the Japanese must mean 
war in the long run, and are unwilling 
to take the risk. Some sections of the 
British Press, for that matter, are far 
from steadfast in their opposition to 
Japan, and probably will hurl their entire 
weight against any effort by His Majesty's 
Government to commit Great Britain to 
stern measures. 

China, naturally, is delighted by the 
Powers’ judgment, though her joy is 
tempered by doubt concerning their readi- 
ness to go to practical lengths. She has 
demanded the utmost possible degree of 
assistance short of a conjoint declaration 
of war against the Japanese. She urges, 
in the first place, that an emibargo shall 
be placed on the supply to Japan of war 
materials and of raw materials for 
industry ; in the second place, that evéry 
nation shall declare a boycott of Japanese 
exports and shipping; in the third place, 
that all credits shall be refused to Japan, 
and, finally, that war materials and 
credits shall be supplied te China herself. 


| There can ‘te: little doubt about the 


efficacy of these measures. Japan draws 
more than 30 per cent. of her needs of 
raw materials from the British Common- 
wealth, and approximately 32 per cent. 
from the United States. On the other 
hand, the British Empire and the United

There is some small evidence. to suggest 
that Japan is seeking to placate American 
fears by directing ie venom of her pro- 
paganda against t Britain. If’ the 
United States could be kept out of the 
way, she might be able to lull herself into 
a sense of security; for neither Great 
Britain nor Jgpan’s ultimate target, the 
Soviet Union, has any immediate desire 
for war. The United States, however, 
cannot afford to overléok Japan's’ latest 
menace to her security, and, however Wall 
street may rejoice at the possibility, of big 
business with a” successful “Japan, her 
soldiers and statesmen are uneasy. The 
American representatives at Brussels ‘are 
tone of the Conference’s declaration. That 
fact bodes ill for the Japanese. 


Forty-Five Hours 


Seventeen years ago aeroplanes ventured 
upon the flight.from London to Capetown, 
and took forty-five days to complete the 
journey; yesterday the ‘flight was com- 
pleted in forty-five hours. If it were 
necessary to summarise the achievements 
of aviation in the post-war period, the 
summary could not be made in more 
fitting language. For every day which 
the journey from London to. Capetown 
occupied seventeen years ago, a corre- 
sponding part of the space to be covered 
may be flown to-day in an hour. In the 
course of the flight the daring occupants 
of the Comet have established three new 
records which it will take a great deal .of 
courage and management to reduce.. The 
first part of the trip—that from “London 
to Cairo—was completed by Flying-Officer 
Clouston and Mrs. Kirby-Green in a few 
minutes over eleven: hours, a matter of 
some five minutes better than the time 
taken by Mr. Campbell Black two. years 


this’ flight. is that from London to 
Johannesburg, which was completed i 

forty hours and thirteen. minntes.... dha 
‘previous time for this stage of the journey 
was fifty-two hours and fifty-six minutes, 
by Messrs, Scott. and Guthrie... When it 
is remembered that only in 1909 the world 
was thrilled by the, at the ‘time, very 
daring flight by Louis Blériot across the 
English Channel: from France to England, 
and that only eighteen years have passed 
since Captain John Alcock and Lieutenant 
Arthur W. Brown flew across the Atlantic 
Ocean from Newfoundland to Ireland in 
a little over sixteen hours, the progress 
made in aerial navigation will stand out 
as the most notable achievement oí our 
times. We have seen during the present 
year so thahy successful flights across the 
Atlantic Ocean in both directions that the 
passage may seem one for a regular 
schedule in the immediate future. 
Australia has been brought. within a 
few days of London ; India may be reached 
within a week;-and.now comes. what well 
may be the crowning glory. of aviation, 
the reduction of the time taken to go from 
London to Capetown to under two: days. 
It may be asked, as it is asked about all 
apparently hazardous enterprises, whether 
the gain of a little time in a long journey 
is worth the risk which . attends it. 
Fortunately, no such question ever is 
posed by those whose adventurous 
spirit is big enough for the occasion. 
If Columbus had stopped to consider 
the risks, the little flotilla never would 
have sailed for the Indies. and dis- 
covered America by accident ; and if others 
had not ventured to take extreme risks at 
sea we still might be in: the period of little 
sailing ships, which needed months to 
make the trip to Australia. Those who 
manned the first iron ship in deep water 
may not have had their names inscribed

With 
a name so mellifluous as Tatiana Morozova 
one might imagine it a simple matter to 
become director of the Soviet Cosmetics 
Trust. Tatiana conjures dreams of a fair 
Yet the path to glory for Tatiana 
was beset to some extent with difficulty. 
She is an ex-charwoman. Freely we admit 
that the thing may look different in 
Russia ; but to us it seems improbable that 
any member of the Charwomen’s Union 
could go by the name of Tatiana Morozova. 
Tatianas and Morozovas may be common 
as mud in Moscow: but to the foreigner 
Tatiana is a queen in diamonds. On this 
Tatiana basis -Biddy Mulligan might 
change’ her name to Delysia Carruthers.

When King Leopold goes to Colchester 
on. Thursday to inspect the 5th Royal 
Inniskilling Dragoon Guards as Colonei- 
in-Chief he will follow his father’s 
example; for King Albert was Colonel-in- 
Chief of the Dragoon Guards in 1915, 
retaining that position when the regiment 
was merged with the 5th Dragoon Guards 
after the War. In June, 1932, he inspected 
the 5th Inniskilling Dragoon Guards 
during a visit to this country, and saw 
the regimental mascot, “ Fritz,”’ a war 
horse captured from the Germans. Fritz 
was decorated with the Iron Cross and a 
set ‘of British war medals. King Albert 
remained Colmel-in-Chief of the regiment 
until his death in 1934, and his son, King 
Leopold, was given the same honour in 
March ‘this year. Only two other members 
of foreign Royal Families besides King 
Leopold are Colonels-in- Chief of British 
regiments. One is ex-King Alfonso of 
Spain, who is Colonel-in-Chief of the 
16th/5th Lancers, and also a Field- 
Marshal, while King Christian of Den- 
mark is Colonel- in-Chief of The Buffs, the 
Royal East Kent ‘Regiment. 


Hopes for Lord Halifax 


Lord Halifax paid a final visit to the 
Prime Minister this morning before he left 
London this afternoon for Berlin, where 
it is expected that he will remain for four 
days at least.. Herr Hitler is going to 
Berlin from Berchtesgaden, his country 
house in Bavaria, to meet Lord Halifax in 
Berlin. The impression is that the con- 
versations will cover a very wide range of 


subjects, including the recently-signed pact 


against the Communist International. In 
Berlin, as in London, there is uo expecta- 
tion that the talks will result in anything 
further than a free exchange of views, a 
clearing of the ground, and a possibility 
that they may be resumed on some future 
occasion. 

The House of Commons is taking a deep 
interest in the Berlin conversations, and a 
number of questions will be addressed to 
the Prime Minister or Foreign Secretary 
during the next few days. To-morrow 
Lieutenant-Commander Fletcher will ask 
if His Majesty’s Ambassador in Berlin 
will be present during the forthcoming 
conversations between the Lord President 
of the Council and the head of the German 
Government, having regard te the fact 
that these conversations will deal with 
matters of a type usually negotiated by an 
Ambassador in their initial stages. 


Peace in China 


Efforts are being made in more than one 
direction to bring about peace between 
Japan and China, and it is related that 
the latter has been told that the former is 
prepared for an armistice if China will 
agree to join the three Powers who have 
recently combined in a pact against Com- 
munism. The terms to be arranged, how- 
ever, would call for the demilitarisation cf 
Northern China. Such an offer 1s not im- 
probable, as peace on such terms would 
give Japan, Germany and Italy economic 
and political privileges in China which 
they would be very glad to possess. In 
Berlin during the past few days a Chinese 
delegate, Chang Pei Li, has been con- 
ferring with ‘several of the German 
leaders, and it is concluded that Germany 
will bring pressure to bear upon China to 
open up negotiations with Japan with a 
promise of support. 


Trousers for Nurses 


Sir Samuel Hoare’s remarkable speech 
in the House of Commons last night on air 
‘raid precautions dealt only with the 
civilian side of the question, but it is 
understood that the arrangements for 
those people who will be engaged in the 
military defence will be far more compre- 
hensive than anything already mentioned. 
At the War Office quite a lively discussion 
is taking place as to the clothes to be worn 
when air raids are possible, and it has 
been decided that the many nurses who 
will be employed are to wear an entirely 
new kit, which will include trousers, con- 
sidered necessary to enable them to get 
quickly into the thick tarpaulin garments 
which they will have as protection against 
gas. These trousers will be an emergency 
dress only, however, and there is no inten- 
tion of changing the attractive nurse’s 
uniform now ,n common use.

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THE SCENE OF THE ACCIDENT 
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Owing to fog the air liner did not land 
at Brussels as scheduled, but continued to 
Ostend, where two passengers were wait- 
ing to be. picked up. Preparations were 
made by the acrodrome staff for a landing, 
although the fog was still dense when the 
‘plane arrived over Ostend. As the air 
liner planed down towards the landing 
ground it crashed into the chimney of a 
brickyard, of which there are several in 
the neighbourhood. 

An eye-witness of the crash told Reuter: 
** 1 saw the 'plane coming down out of the 
fog. it hit the chimney of the brick works 
at a speed of about 100 miles an hour. 
One wing and one of the engines broke 
off, and both crashed through the roof of 
the works. The remainder of the ‘plane 
turned over and crashed to the ground in 
the brickfield, about 50 yards further on, 
where it at once burst into flames. 

‘‘ There were several men in the brick- 
field, but fortunately no one was hurt.” 

The work of identifying the bodies will 
be attended with considerable difficulty, 
as they are badly charred. Two hours 
after the crash the wreckage of the ’plane 
was still burning. The ‘plane’s engines 
had stopped when she crashed, presumably 
due to the impact with the chimney. 
Throughout the descent, right up to the 
time the actual crash occurred, the ’plane 
was in constant ‘wireless communication 
with the aerodrome. 


WAITING FOR THE LINER 


It is understood that Prince Ludwig 
was waiting at Croydon for the arrival of 
tha ‘plane to welcome ‘the party to 
England.

PEIPING, Tuesday. 
POWERFUL thrust by three 
Japanese columns in North 
Shantung has thrown the Chinese 
helter-skelter across the Yellow 
River, according to the Japanese 
military spokesman. 

The Japanese are thus left in 
possession of the north bank for many 
miles on each side of the Tientsin- 
Pukow Railway. 

The spokesman added that the Japanese 
had not yet tried to cross the river, which 
would have to be. done by junks or pon- 
toons, as the Chinese had blown up the 
railway bridge. 

A Japanese column which recently cap- 
tured Tamingfu, in Southern Hopei, im 
their drive eastwards’ on Taiyuanfu, 
capital of Shantung, was held up by the 
Chinese guerillas. These belonged to the 
old 29th Army, which first encountered 
the Japanese attack at Peiping in July, 
and his since been re-formed. 

It is now reported that the Japanese 
column turned back northward. and has 
scattered the 29th Army, which was 
threatening its communications. 

The Yellow River, known as “ China’s 
Sorrow,” has become the main defence 
line against the tremendous Japanese on- 
slaught from the nerth into the central 
plains of China, says a Nanking telegram. 

The Chinese forces on the Tientsin- 
Pukow railway front have withdrawn 
southward of the river, which they are at 
present holding from the south bank. 

After crossing the Yellow River over 
the German-built 4,000-feet steel railway 
bridge, Chinese troops, under the com- 
mand of General Han fFu-chan, the 
Governor of Shantung Province, blew up 
probably the longest bridge in China in 
order to prevent the Japanese from 
crossing. 

On the Shanghai-Nanking Railway 
Chinese troops, after evacuating Quinsan, 
have withdrawn to a point between 
Quinsan and Tsingpu. The main body of 
the Japanese forces appear to be rushing 
north-westward towards the Kashing- 
Soochow highway, but the advance has 
been heli by Chinese forces in the vicinity 
of. Kashan. 

Another column of Japanese forces is 
making .a thrust along the Hangchow- 
Kashing highway Mere É Soochow, in an 
attempt to out-flank the Chinese forces 
concentrating in the vicinity of Soochow. 


LEAVING NANK\NG 

Fully alive to the gravity of the situa- 
tion, the Chinese Government have decided 
to transfer their offices from Nanking 
(says a Shanghai telegram). Many 
officials and staffs left Nanking last night, 
and others are following to-day. 

The Military Bureau will remain at 
Nanking, which the High Command ‘is to 
defend to the very last. Fortifications 


and other preparations are being made 
for what may be the most severe battle of 
the whole war. 

Foreign Embassies’ are busily making 
arrangements to transfer their nationals 
from Nanking, but the lack of adequate 
transport is a serious problem. 


The few foreign ships available already 
are booked to their oF a with anxious 
refugees fighting for deck space. There 
are thirty-eight Britons in Nanking, about 


seventy Americans, including nine women, 
and a hundred Germans, among whom are 
twelve women.

+ Mr, Lemass, in the course of his speech, 
claimed that the Government’s policy, by 
creating new work which had. afforded 
permanent occupation to about 100,000 
workers, had already reduced the unem- 
ployment problem of the Free State to 
one-half what it was when the present 
Government took office; that unemploy- 
ment was no worse here than in Great 
Britain, and was about one-half as exten- 
Sive as it was in the six. counties; that 
the Government had made the maximum 
possible financial provision for dealing 
with it by way of unemployment: assist- 
ance and by relief work schemes; that the 
present industrial policy, if maintained, 
would create new jobs. exceeding in 
number the present total of the unem- 
ployed, when factories now building or 
planned came into full production; and 
that other additional means to foster em- 
= were required and were avail- 
able. 

“Tf, however,” he added, “we are to 
take full advantage of our position and 
make the ‘speediest' possible progress’ to 
better conditions, it is essential that the 
present political atmosphere, in which 
every question is considered only in rela- 
tion to its propaganda value, should be 
improved, and that the Government shall 
be given the assistance of opposition 
parties whose outlook is not purely one 
of vote-snatching, but who will be pre- 
pared to work constructively to get things 
done. In the present conditions very little 
of value can be attempted, and nothing 
carried into effect, without great diffi- 
culty. Unless there is a change, the people 
will, I think, have to be given an oppor- 
tunity of dealing with the situation them- 
selves.”’ 3 


FOR THE UNEMPLOYED . 


Announcing an increase in the amount 
available for unemployment assistance, the 
Minister said: ‘‘ The Government has now 
decided that in the present circumstances 
it is possible to increase the provision for 
unemployment assistance by about 
£150,000. The provision of that addi- 
tional sum ould permit of assistance 
being paid at higher rates, and a bill to 
provide for such higher rates is now 
being prepared, and will be introduced 
into the Dail when ready.” 

Mr. Lemass made it clear, however, that 
the making available of the additional 
amount would necessitate increased taxa- 
tion. He had no doubt, he said, that the 
Dail would readily assent to the bill, but 
they would find that the Opposition 
deputies would take a very different line 
when it came to meeting the cost. Further- 
more, the provision of additional money 
for unemployment assistance must involve 
that other demands which were being made 
on the Government for increased expendi- 
ture for one purpose or another must be 
resisted or postponed. Increased taxa- 
tion at the present time was a very serious 
matter to have to undertake, and while 
the Governemnt was prepared to face it for 
the benefit of the unemployed, it was not 
prepared to do so for the benefit of other 
sections whose need was less urgent. 

In this connection the Minister also 
mentioned that the sum provided for the 
financing of relief ‘vorks this year was 
more than ten times as great as the highest 
sum ever voted for the same purpose by the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Government during 
its whole ten years of office, 


WHAT THE FIGURES SHOW 


Dealing with the unemployment figures, 
the Minister said the average. weekly 
number on the live register during the 
present year was about 85,000, of whom 
40 per cent. lived in the cities and towns 
and 60 per cent. in the rural areas. Allow- 
ing for about 10,000 temporarily unem- 
ployed and 30,000 under-employed, and 
the numbers on relief schemes, they wo 

et a gross figure of 75,000, or less than 
á per cent. of the occupied population 
between the ages of 14 and 17. A 4 per 
cent. increase in total employment, or 
even a 10 per cent. increase, was not 
beyond the bounds of practicability. In

feating it. 
_- It was true that the cost of manufacture 
in many classes of goods in this country 
was higher than in other countries, and 
costs had been further slightly increased 
by beneficial measures for the workers. 
I'he stoppage of cheap imports and conse- 
quent rise in prices had been accompanied 
in the past year by a further rise owing 


to the increased cost of raw materials | 


throughout the world. Nobody liked to 
have to pay higher prices, and the situa- 
tion was being taken advantage of by those 
opposed to the idea of industrial develop- 
ment to work up public feeling’ against it. 
The actual extent of the increase in prices 
was being exaggerated, the causes of it 
were being mis-represented, and the 
Government was being attacked, but 
behind it all there was only the desire to 
restore free trade for the benefit of a small 
section, There was no hope for the un- 
employed unless industrial development 
continued, and the success of the campaign 
against it would be a disaster of the first 
magnitude. 


FIANNA FAIL’S PURPOSE 


“* It is the purpose of Fianna Fail,” he 
said, “‘to see that such treachery is not 
perpetrated, but it is entitled to expect— 
what it is not getting now—the active co- 
operation of all citizens who realise what 
is at stake—the assistance of trade unions 
catering for industrial workers, of public 
men anxious to end unemployment, of all 
those associated with Irish industrial 
enterprises, and all students of national 
affairs, to defeat this utterly dishonest 
ramp against Irish industries.

It is a 
completely mistaken idea that there is any 
mecessary antagonism between an indus- 
trial expansion policy and an agricultural 
export policy. The two ideas can be made, 
in fact, supplementary. Of course, agri- 
eultural exports to Great Britain have 
been handicapped by the stupid economic 
war on which the British Government 
embarked on the advice of the Fine Gael 
leaders, but sooner or later that situation 
will end, and normal trading conditions 
will be restored, 

“I think we can do a lot more in 
housing than we are doing. There has, 
of course, been a tremendous expansion 
in housing activity under the present 
Government, but more can be done if 
some local authorities will make a better 
effort. I have never felt satisfied that 
the Dublin Corporation is doing all it 
could do. Many of the excuses I have 
seen offered by the Lord Mayor and other 
City Fathers have been found, on ex- 
amination, not to hold water. If some 
of these people on the City Council would 
spend less time finding fault with the 
Government and more time getting on 
with their own job, a few thousand more 
Dublin unemployed workers might be 
put to work.’’. 


QUESTION OF OFFICE 


Mr. Oscar Traynor (Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs) said that if there 
was another party in the nation more 
competent than Fianna Fail to do the 
work they were doing, the Government 
Was anxious to stand down and let them 
‘do it. They were not anxious to con- 
“ tinue in office if such a party existed; 
. but they did not want to have existing in 
the State at the present moment a state

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DISCLOSURES IN 
LIBEL ACTIONS - 
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(BEFORE MR JUSTICE HANNA AND A 
JURY.) 


WO actions claiming damages for alleged 
libel were brought by Joseph 
O'Doherty, barrister-at-law, Nobber, 

County Meath, in respect of a passage in the 
work, '“On Another Man’s Wound,” written 
by Ernest O'Malley, 229 Rathmines road, 
Dublin, and published in book form in 1936, 
and in serial form in the Jrish Press in the 
same year. 

In the first action, against Mr. O’Malley as 
author, and the Sign of the Three Candles, 
Ltd., Fleet street, Dublin, as printers and 
publishers of the book, the plaintiff alleged 
that the defendants falsely and malicious! 
wrote, and caused to be published an 
circulated in reference to the plaintiff, the 
following words: “ An incident that most 
disconcerted me was the attitude of a member 
of the Volunteer Executive on the night of 
the raid. The men were willing to take their 
chances, although I thought we would have 
to fight our way through on our return to 
Derry. ‘I’m not going with you,” he said, 
as we were ready to move off, ‘I have a wife 
to think about.’ His withdrawal made a 
future doubt in my mind about the quality 
of a member of the Executive.” 

The plaintiff pleaded that by these words 
it was meant that, at the time of the raid, the 

laintiff, who was the only member of the 
some Executive present, was guilty of 
dishonourable conduct, disloyalty and 
cowardice. 

The defence in each case was a denial that 
the words complained of referred, or were 
understood to refer, to the plaintiff, or were 
printed or published of or concerning him. 
It was pleaded that the words, without the 
alleged meaning, were no libel, and that, in 
so far as the words consisted of allegations 
of fact, they were true in substance and in 
fact, and, in so far as they consisted of ex- 
pressions of opinion, they were fair comments 
made in good faith and without malice upon 
the facts, which were matters of public 
interest. 

In the second action the defendants were 
Mr. O’Malley and Irish Press, Ltd., and the 
defence was in similar terms to that in the 
other action.

appily there were no political issues in 
the case. The question was whether Mr. 
O’Malley was entitled to make, in his work, 
the shocking insinuations he had thought fit 
to make against a leading comrade-in-arms 
against whom né man had ever pointed the 
finger of contempt. There had to be two 
actions because Mr. O'Malley, not content 
with pone this great work of his 
through English publishers, Messrs, Rich 
and Cowan—although it was printed by Irish 
printers—afterwards, counsel supposed for 
money, caused it to be published in serial 
form by that leading Irish newspaper, the 
/rish Press, Counsel rather thought that the 
second george which came into the 
hands of people, many of whom could not 
afford the price of the book, and enabled 
them to read the work for a penny, was more 
important. 

Mr. O'Doherty, who was a native of Derry, 
was in 1913 working for the firm of Lalor, 
Ltd., candle manufacturers, Dublin, with 
whom was connected the late Cathal Brugha. 
From the earliest ssible moment Mr. 
O'Doherty associated himself with the 
Volunteer movement to free Ireland from the 
shackles that they believed encircled the 
country. As far back as 1913, at the 
establishment of the Volunteers, Mr. 
k a took a leading part along with his 
friend, Cathal Brugha, and later, and until 
the final days of the struggle, he was a 
leading figure in his own district of Derry in 
all the operations of the Volunteers. 
Mr. O'Malley had begun life as “ Mr. 
Ernest Malley,” his father being a very 
respectable law clerk in Castlebar. 1n his 
book he described how the police in Castlebar 
touched their caps to his father.

CARRIED INTO COURT 


Seamus Q’Kavanagh, the next witness, was 
carried into Court on a ‘stretcher, which was 
laced across a number of seats. He said 
hat he was in command of the Volunteers in 
Derry from 1914 to 1919, and that Joseph 
O'Doherty was a member of the Volunteers. 
He was quite satisfactory as a military officer. 
It was witness’s duty to collect any arms in 
the area for the use of the Volunteers, and 
two men had investigated the house which 
was later raided at Carrigart, and had told 
him that there was nothing in it. In the 
month of October, 1919, two gentlemen came 
from headquarters, whom he now knew to be 
Mr. 0’M 
were then introduced under different names. 
Witness simply received instructions to have 
a certain number of men on the outskirts of 
the city to take part in a raid arranged by 
headquarters. Mr. O'Doherty arrived at the 
house. Witness did not take part in the 
discussion, and they did not pay much atten- 
tion to witness. To the best of his memo 
the three of them were discussing the raid. 
The question was raised as to the propriety 
of a TD. raiding a house in his constituency.

a T.D. raiding a house in his own consti- 
tuency had been raised. That satisfied him. 

Mr. Costello—Then when you discovered 
that Mr. O'Doherty did not take part in the 
raid it was a matter that required some ex- 
planation; otherwise you would not have 
been talking about 1t?—I may not have been 
talking about, it. 

Asked if he regarded the raid as dangerous, 


witness replied that every raid was dangerous. 


Some of the Volunteers were armed with 
hand-grenades; wires were cut, and trees 
were felled. They had to pass a police bar- 
racks. Witness agreed that it was an_impor- 
tant raid. He was quite clear in his re- 
collection about the explanation as to why 


Mr. O'Doherty was not present. He read the 
statement in the /rish Press, and assumed 
that Mr, O’Doherty was referred to. 


Lorcan McGrath stated that between 1917 
and 1919 he took part in the Volunteer 
movement in Derry, and was a member of 
the raiding party already referred to. He 
never heard any statement made after the 
raid that Mr. O'Doherty had been “ funk- 
ing” his duty. When he read in the book 
the passage complained of he recognised the 
member of the executive that it pointed to. 
It conveyed the idea that that officer shirked 
his duty as an officer. Later he read tho 
passage in the /rish Press. 

Answering Mr. Justice Hanna, witness said 
that he would be absolutely shirking his job 
as an officer if he refused to,¥o on a raid to 
which he had been appointed. 


TO ENCOURAGE OTHERS 


In cross-examination by Mr. Rice, witness 
agreed that it was important the officers 
should go on ratds to encourage the rank and 
file sir show that they were taking the 
same risks. 

Asked what, reason would justify plaintiff in 
refusing to go, witness said that he knew 
nothing about plaintiff's refusal to go. It was 
his job to go rf appointed.

Answering Mr. Black, witness said that 
he was a reader of the Jrish Press. It was 
weeks after he had read the passage in the 
book that he saw it in the newspaper, He 
could not remember if he saw an announce- 
ment in the /rish Press before. the serial 
version began, but he must have known that 
the paper was going to publish the work, but 
he did not warn Mr, O’Doherty so that he 
could stop the serial publication. i 

Seumas Dobbyn, national teacher, Rathlin 
road, Dublin, said that from 1918 he was 
organiser for Ulster of the 1.R.B, and imspec- 
tor-and organiser there for the I.R.A., and 
met the plaintiff in the course of his work. 
When going to Derry he was told to approach 
Mr. O'Doherty first, and» he worked there with 
his assistance and advice. Plaintiff was the 
only member of the Executive for Derry, 
Donegal or Tyrone. Witness took in 
the raid in question “by accident,” because 
another man brought him into it. In return- 


ing he. walked mto Derry with John 
O*Flaherty and “a man from Dublin,” whom 
he thought was Mr. O’Malley. There was 


no mention by them of Mr. O’Doherty having 
failed to do his duty, and he had never 
heard any suggestion to that effect on any 
other occasion. He had reason to know that 
plaintiff was trusted by Headquarters. If 
laintiff had behaved as was recorded in the 
k, witness would not have had the same 
opinion of him. He read. most of the work in 
the Jrish Press, but could not recollect read- 
ing the passage complamed of at the time. 
en he read it he had no doubt but that it 
referred to Mr. O’ Doherty. 

In cross-examination by Mr, Costello, wit- 
ness said that when first reading the serial 
he must have skipped the bit which he said 
referred to plaintiff. He was ill at the

Arising out of the report, Mr. W. Rollins 
referred to the large number of children 
suffering from: uncleanliness, and said that in 
this case poverty was no excuse. It was a 
scandal, 


THE MEDICAL INSPECTIONS 


Dr. Harbison said that this was not the first 
time that he had referred to the matter. 
There might be a number of. excuses, but ).e 
wanted to make it clear that it was not abso- 
lutely a matter of povert Uncleanliness 
was generally in the children’s heads, and a 
little care on the part of the parents would 
remedy that. Even in the urban areas parents 
would not take the trouble to attend the medi- 
cal inspections, where they ‘would be given 
instruction affecting the general health cf 
their children. One of the causes for unclean- 
liness was the lack of adequate cloakroom 
accommodation in the schools. He referred 
to cases of two or three children’s caps bein 
hung on the one peg—one of them the cap : 
a clean head and the others belonging t 
children with dirty heads. He added that 
until the citizens were brought to realise 


that these medical services were for 
their own benefit, and that they should ‘take 
an interest in them. A good deal of the 


time and money being spent on the provi- 
sion of these services was being wasted. He 
also said that he advocated a system of 
physical education in schools. 


SCHOOL MEALS 


Mr. Rolling asked was hunger not the 
cause of malnutrition.
